building, such space to be used in the work and for the storsge of materisis
therefor; thersfore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COURCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

i. THAT space for the uses hefeinabove enumerated be granted to said
A, W. Bryant, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the southweat corner of the above described
property; thence in a southerly direction and at right
angles 0 the center line of West 1Tth Street to a point

12 feet south of the north curdb line; thence in an easterly
direction and parallel to the center line of West 17th Street
60 feet to a point; thence in & northerly direction and at
right apgles to the center lipe of West 17th Street to the
southeast corner of the above described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said A. W. Bryant, hereinsafter temed “Contractor", upon the following express
terzs and conditions:

(1) That the Contractor shall construct a k-foot valkway within the
outer boundaries of the above described working space, such walkway to be pro-
tected on each side by a guerd rail at least L feet high and substantially
braced and anchored and without wood strips or chsiructions of any kind along
the pavement within the walkway, and at any time in the opinion of the City
officials it becomes necessary for any reason t0 install a board floor within
the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector
imnediately place such e wood floor and substantislly support same to prevent
saggipg under load.

{(2) That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space
& substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use,
and at all times that such gate iz open, the Contractor shall maintain a person
at this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks. This gate
is not to open out so &s to impede vehicilar or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no wehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working
space.

(4) That "No Parking" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades.

(5) That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work office

within such allotted working space provided such work office is not within 25
feet of any corner astreet intersection.
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(6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or other
public utilities in the comstruction of such barricades.

(7) That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm waters
in the gutter and the Contractor will be reponsible for any damsge done due to
obstruction of any such storm water.

(8) That the Contractor shall place on the cutside corpers of any
walkway, barricades or obstructione, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all ‘tunnels.

(9) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the neceszsity for thelir existence on sald sidewalk or street has ceased, such
tine to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
berricades, materials, eguipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than July 1, 1957.

(10) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation Of
additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(11) Thet the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant reserves
the right to enter and occupy any part of all of said space any time with its
public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for s&id building projects, whether done by the Con-
tractor, City Forces, or public utilitiles, shall be replaced or repajred at
the Contractors expense.

{13) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Ausiin a surety bond
in the sum of Five Thousend Dollars ($5000), which shall protect, indemnify and
hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages Lo any person or
property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the exercise
or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of Austin and shall
guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all other public pro-
perty and public utilities disturbed or removed during the construction work
and sball further gusrantee the construction of a walkway and other safeguards
during the occupancy of the space.

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County, Texas, during the sand blastingand painting of the building, such space
£0 be used in the work and for the storege of materisls therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. 'THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to said
Frank Evans, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewslk Working Space

Beginming at the southeast corner of the above described
property; thence in a southerly direction and at right
angles to the center line of East 8th Street to a point

4 feet north of the north curb line; thence in a westerly
direction and parallel with the center line of East Sth
Street approximately 160 feet to a point; thence in &
northerly direction and at right angles to the centex
line of East 8th Street to the socuthwest corner of the
above described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said Frank Evans, hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon the following express
terms and conditions:

(l) That the Contractor will be permitted t0 erect and maintain &
portable scaffold to be moved from time to time within the above described
working space as the work requires inclosing same with a tarpaulin and protect
pedestrians and cars from 81l herm or damage during the progress of the work.

(2) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other cbstructions on the sidewalk immediately after the necessity
for their existence on said sidewalk has ceased, such time to be determined by
the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk barricades, materials,
equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not later than April 13, 1957.

(3) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of Five Thousand Dollara ($5000), which shall protect, indemnify
and hold harmless the City of Auvstin from any claims or damages to any person .
or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of
Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all public property and public
uwtilities distumrbed or removed during the comstruction work and shall further
guarantee the conatxuction of & walkway and other safeguards during the occu-
pancy of the space.

The City Attorney gave & report on the Central Freight Lines' right~of-way
offer, stating they had made the offer to dédicate the right-of-way, and made
a mistake and were willing to pay $2,000 and be relieved of a voluntary obliga-
tion that they had made. He gave details of their plans for development and
the location of their present building. After much discussion, the Council
decided %o go and look at the property.

Discussion of appropriating $900 for the visual-audio presentation of the
development plan was held. It was stated this amount would cover the presenta-

tion and take care of some equipment that would be of permanent good to the city.
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Councilman Long moved that the City Manager be instructed to bring in the
proper vehicle to appropriate the $900 for the Planning., The motion, seconded
by Councilman White, carried by the following vote:

Mrs. Mitchell inquired about the additional $800 for the printing and
preparation of the report.. The Mayor stated the Council would try to meet with
the Planning Board within the next two weeks. As to the printing, he stated
there was a2 lump sum budgeted; and if it took more, the Council would go over
$hat with the Commission.

Councilman Pearson brought up the question of some unpaved intersections
that had been mentioned sometime back, with particular reference to Ruth Street
and Brentwood. The Director of Public Works gave a report stating Mr. Pat
Canion was getting people signed up from Koenig Lane north on Grover, and it
locked as though Grover would be paved all the way through and that would take
care of any intersections that were not paved.

The Mayor snnounced that the change had been granted to "LR" Local Retall
and the City Attorney was instructed to draw the necessary ordinance to cover.

L. BELDING, introduced by Mr. McKown, appeared before the Council
stating the Optimist Club, with the American Statesman, and Capital Chevrolet,
were sponsoring & soap box derby, and they would like to appear before the
Council next week with the various chairmen, for approval of a site to hold
the derby.

MR. HUME COFER, filed motice of a cleim made by Charles D. Ferguson, dated
March 21, 1957, with the Mayor and the Council.
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The Director of Public Works submitted the paving report on Oltorf from
South lst to Congress Avenue, stating that 73% had put up the money, 10% indi-
cated they would pave before they were skipped, and about 10% had not given
& definite answer. The Council indicated approval of proceeding with the

paving.
